GENEVA (DPI)— Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk flew back to

Rusk took off after a final 


speech to the 17-nation gen­ 
eral 
conference

disarma­ 
ment in which he called for an 
immediate crash 
program of 
controls to reduce the risk of 
a nuclear war. 


P»ut even as he spoke. Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro­ 
myko shattered the diplomatic 
calm with new charges of bad 


faith against the United States 
and 
the 
announcem ent 
that 
Russia would resume nuclear 
tests. 


Rusk and Gromyko said in a 
joint communique issued ear­ 
lier in the day that their ex­ 
haustive talks on Berlin in the 
past 16 days had resulted in 
“sortie progress” in outlining

agreement and disagreement. 


They agreed on the wisdom of 


another round of Soviet-Amer- 
ican talks on the subject, but 
set no time, place or forum.

The former San Rafael claims 
adjustor received a suspended 
one-to-20-year state prison sen­ 
tence, five years probation and 
a one-year county jail sentence 
Nov. 7, I960, on his plea of 
guilty to trying to rape a 15- 
year-old girl n e a r Stinson 
Beach. 


Last Dec. 7 he was seized 
near Anaheim, Orange County, 
on charges of attempted mur­ 
der, attempted kidnaping and 
assault with a deadly weapon. 
Police charged Cote shot and 
wounded Policeman Sam Char­ 
les Punter, 29, when Punter 
was trying to prevent his forc­ 
ing a teen-age girl into his car 
at gunpoint. 


On March 9 Cote was sen­ 
tenced in Orange County Sup­ 
erior Court to consecutive sen­ 
tences of one-to-five years for 
robbery and five-to-15 years for 
assault with a deadly weapon.

Roger P. Garety, ordered Cote’s 
Marin state prison sentence in­ 
to effect to run concurrently 
with the Orange County terms. 
He was sentenced in absentia. 
He is in Chino State Prison.

dered on Russia’s complete un­ 
willingness to accept any inter­ 
nation inspection to police the 
ban. 
This confirmed Rusk’s be­ 
lief that the Soviet Union did 
not really want a ban be­ 
cause it is anxious for more 
tests, it also dampened his 
hope for general disarma­ 
ment. 
However, he still hoped the 
disarmament conference here 
would make some progress on 
individual measures such as 
prohibiting the spread of nu­ 
clear weapons and know-how, 
and on reserving outer space 


for peaceful purposes. 
The arms conference will 
continue for months, with of­ 
ficials at a lower level than 
foreign ministers carrying on. 
Britain’s Foreign Secretary 
Lord Home returned to London 
today. Gromyko and Canada’s 
External Affairs Minister How’- 
ard Green announced t h e y 
were leaving Thursday.

Singh told 200 Rotarians in San 
Rafael yesterday that, in the 
partnership of human relations 
between India and America, it 
is hoped “the best is still to 
come.” 


Dr. 
Singh is professor of 
Christian philosophy at San 
Francisco Theological Semin­ 
ary in San Anselmo. The oc­ 
casion was the visit to Marin of 
Nitish C. Laharry of Calcutta, 
India, president-elect of Rotary 
International. A joint luncheon 
of the five Rotary clubs in Ma­ 
rin County honored Laharry. 


Singh, born a Sikh but now 
a Christian, began his talk by 
saying: “I am indebted to La­ 
harry because I got my wife 
from his part of the country. I 
am a Punjabi and we don’t 
speak each other’s language. I 
would like to learn. You know 
why.” 
The professor, who has been 
a resident of the United States 
11 years, spoke of this country 
as “the strongest democracy on 
earth” and of India as “the 
largest democracy.” He said 
in India’s recent third general 


election,

Even Blackmail Fails To 
Head Off Rationing In Cuba 


Premier Castro's revolutionized Cuba 
has moved a big step toward total com­ 
munism during the last week. His “ lib­ 
erated'' countrymen have just won two 
great privileges prevalent in the Soviet 
Union and Communist China — severe 
rationing and crop shortages. 
Castro, true to communist form, de­ 
nounces a number of his leaders in the 
revolution, and pinpoints the U n i t e d 
States as the main cause of it all. 
However, some flourishes of his own 
are distinctly different from Russia and 
China For instance, his blackmail pro­ 
gram. 
One plan that he has marked as fail­ 
ing was his offer to swap release of 
1.000 prisoners from the ill-fated ‘inva­ 
sion" for tractors and other agricultural 
equipment. 
Another blackmail system that so far 
has gained no results is the Castro effort 


to market sugar through the expropria­ 
tion of major U.S. holdings. Just one 
example concerns the seized electric 
power utility, which is U.S. controlled. 
Castro has offered to reimburse the 


power firm for the system. An all-Cuban 
commitssion will determine its worth. 
This decision will be final. 


Reimbursement has still more strings 
attached. Payment would be made by 
low-interest, long term b o n d s . But 
money for bond redemption w o u l d 
come, Castro decreed, out of a percent­ 
age of receipts by Cuba from U.S. pur­ 
chases of sugar—which has been can­ 
celled for over a year. 
This flagrant series of blackmailing 
outdoes even the machinations of Russia 
and Red China. 
And Cuba is less than 100 miles from 
the U.S. Mainland. 


The Suckers And The Fruit Wood 


We have a tree which bears beautiful, 
meaty Satsuma plums each year. On the 
same tree a number of sucker branches 
grow, bearing small, sour, yellow.plums. 
Unless we keep the tree properly 
pruned, the suckers threaten to take 
over. 
This struck us as being a little bit like 
life. Unless we keep our lives cleared of 
useless, 
unproductive 
activity, 
like 
watching a second-rate TV p r o g r a m 
which we don’t enjoy but which we sit 


through in a state of intertia, we are 
wasting our substance as surely as a 
fmit tree growing suckers. 
Not everything we do can be produc­ 
tive and everyone needs some leisure 
time to recharge his batteries. But if 
each of us made the most of what he 
has. this world would be a far better 
place.

Kastenmeier told CQ the 
1960 press release had been

WASHINGTON UPl ~ High- 
cr prices for foods pushed liv­ 
ing costs up three-tenths of 
1 per cent in February to a 
new record. 


It was the first increase in 
the government’s living costs 
index in six months and the 
largest increase since last July. 
In announcing it today, Rob­ 
ert Myers, deputy commission­

He forecast continued 
stability but said March living 
costs probably also will show 
some increase. 


The February increase put 
| the consumers price index at 
104.8 per cent of the 1957-59

than a year earlier. 
Food prices rose during the 
month by six-tenths of one per 
cent, and were the most im­ 
portant cause for the over-all 
increase. Food prices had been 
expected to go down instead of 
up, but Myers said they were 
influenced by winter storms in 
Southern states, particularly in 
Florida and Texas.

grees). 
Hot water and squeezing will 
set in the wrinkles in sheer 
nylon and dacron fabrics and 
these wrinkles are next to im­ 
possible to remove. 
To keep 
white curtains bright, use a 
perborate bleach. 
If you have 
a limited drying space, wash a 
panel pair at a time. 
For fiber-glass curtains use 
the same method, with a few 
exceptions. 
The water can be 
hotter (120 to 140 degrees) and 
ironing is not necessary. 
You 
can smooth out headings and 
hems by hand while the fabric 
is damp. 
Do not use chlorine 
bleach on glass fiber fabrics. 
These fabrics are very durable 
and yet must be handled gently

: your baby can focus clearly. 
Millions of wee ones have 
trouble nursing during their 
first few days.

cannot penetrate. The “air ex­ 
trusion” process virtually elim­ 
inates voids and air pockets. 
Only 30 pounds pressure is 
required to deliver 30 to 35 cu­ 
bic yards of concrete per hour, 
construction officials stated. A 
crane could deliver it faster (40 
yards per hour) but they de- 
s c r i b e d 
the 
operation 
as 
smooth and highly satisfac­ 
tory. 
Ground and roof op­ 
erations are coordinated by 
walkie-talkie radio. 
Barrett purchased the equip­ 
ment from Edward R. Bacon 
Co., San Francisco, especially 
for the job.
